Former governor may file 
lawsuit against sugar industry

A former governor for the 
State of Florida says he may, file 
a lawsuit against the sugar 
industry for "polluting the 
Glades and causing health prob- 
lems in residents.” 

Governor Claude Kirk, who 
was governor during the John- 
son and Nixon administration, 
1967 through 1971, says he 
wants local citizens who have 
suffered health problems they 


believe might be caused by the , 


production of sugarcané to join 
him in the lawsuit. 

“There is an unusually high 
percentage of prostate and colon 
cancers in the black community 
out there,"*says Mr. Kirk. But 
when asked what those percent- 
ages are or where he got his 
information, he said he is in the 
process of gathering that data. "I 


` just stumbled onto this. I have to 


get the public health people to 
get me those figures. The doctors 
out there are afraid to talk to 
me,” he said. 

In an ad in this week's edition 
of The ‘Sun , Mr. Kirk says he is 
evaluating the sugar industry's 
impact on wildlife, the environ- 
ment and related health prob- 
lems. "My purpose is to decide 
whether legal action is appropri- 
ate to end damages caused by 


current production methods.” 

Mr. Kirk said mercury pollu- 
tion in fish and wildlife may be 
causing health problems in resi- 
dents and the burning of sugar- 
cane may cause breathing prob- 
lems. Sugarcane fields. are 
burned to remove trash and the 
outer leaves from the stalks 
before harvesting. 

Mr. Kirk said his administra- 
tion was the front runner in 
establishing environmental laws 
in thenation. His administration 
created the Florida Department 
of Environmental Protection. 
"When Nixon became president, 
we convinced him to create the 
President's Council on the Envi- 
ronment which then caused the 
Congress to create the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency,” he 
says. s

Glades General downsizing 
staff to remain afloat

In an effort to maintain a 
high standard of care and to 
make the necessary choices 
that are required in today's 
health care environment, 
Glades General Hospital 
recently announced an 


employee staff reduction plan. “ 


According to Glades Gener- 
al Hospital Director of Human 
Resources and Public Rela- 
tions Curt Thompson, the lay- 
-offs are beirig initiated to help 
improve the financial viability 
of the hospital. He said, "We 
are basically trying to make 


ends meet.” According to Mr. , 


Thompson, more finances are 
going out of the hospital than 
what. is coming in. - Mr. 


. Thompson said the layoffs 


will be hospital-wide and less 
than 40 people will be. affect- 
ed. 

The hospital lost nearly 


- $2.9 million in 1994, and 


$983,131 in 1993. Officials 
said the losses are affiliated 
with fewer patients being 
admitted to the hospital. Mr. 
Thompson also said thé hospi? 
tal provides care to patients 
who.are unable to make pay- 
ments, and the environment 
for managed care is not favor- 
able for providers at this time. 


The final reduction will 
affect approximately 12 per- 
cent of the hospital staff and 
will coincide with other opera- 
tional changes designed to, 
reduce operating costs and to 
improve financial viability. 

In addition to the employee 
staff reduction, hospital 
employees will also begin 
reduced-work hour schedules, 
and managerial employees 
will receive a salary reduc- 
tion. The hospital also 
announced they will continue 
to reduce staffing levels 
through attrition; consolida- 
tion. of positions, job sharing, 
and early retirement as well. 

Mr: Thompson said employ- 
ees at the hospital were aware 
of the losses-that the Hospital 


d 


is presently experiencing. Hen, 


said they basically knew 
something would happen 
eventually. Among the staff 
members, Mr. Thompson said 


there is a general acceptance ` 


of the layoffs. 

However, if in the future 
the hospital finds they need 
more staff. to operate, and the 
budget begins to become 
favorable for the hospital, | 
hospital personnel will go “ 
back to the listing of laid off 
employees and offer positions 
to them first.

There is no'such thing as a 
hurricane-proof building. Yet, 
one structure on the campus 
of Florida International Uni- 
versity comes awfully close.

_ It is the new home of the 
National Hurricane Center. 


After 20 years in a leased , 


office building in Coral 
Gables, the Hurricane Center 
has moved to a $5 million dol- 
lar, state-of-the-art facility in 
western Dade County. 

"It's as close as humanly 
possible to being hurricane 


proof,” said Deputy Hurricane 
Center Director Jerry Jarrell. 
"I remember the Titanic story, 
so I don't say ‘hurricane 
proof". 

It would take a heck of a 
hurricane, however, to make a 
dent in Mr. Jarrell's new 
home. Shielded by 10-inch 
concrete walls, the facility 
can withstand winds of 130 
mph. It's equipped with three 
diesel engines and enough 
fuel to be self sufficient for 
one week. The new facility is 
so safe that the families of 
hurricane center employees 
will ride out any storm in the 
new building. 

And don't think the new 
facility is a result of Hurri- 
cane Andrew. Yes, the old 
hurricane center was,dam- 
aged-by Andrew in August 
1992 but plans for a new 
facility had been in the works 
for a couple of years. "We rec- 
ognized in 1990 that we need- 
ed a new home,” Mr. Jarrell 
said.

Chain gangs - convicts joined by leg irons 
laboring alongside the road - are making a 
comeback in Alabama as part of an effort to 
come to grips with crime. Florida, awash with 
violent crime, should consider doing the same. 

Does anyone doubt that Florida needs to-con- 
sider new (or in this case old) measures to deal 
with our crime epidemic? For the last 10 years 
Florida has had the highest crime rate in the 
country. In 1990 the rate was four times that of 
1960. ‘A violent crime occurs in the state every 
three minutes and 20 seconds. The nationwide 
statistics are just as grim: Between 1960 and 
1990 the United States population increased by 
41 percent. But violent crime jumped by more 
than 500 percent. 

Alabama has not had chain gangs for more 
than 30 years, but state Prison Commissioner 
Ron Jones is determined to try them in the 
hopes of deterring offenders from recommitting 
crimes. The gangs will work in groups of 30.to 
90 under guard, cutting and trimming the road- 
sides and picking up litter in ditches on 12-hour 
shifts. You might call it a lock and key version 
of Bill Clinton's "community service" program 
4meriCorps, albeit the goal here is to punish, 
and yes éven shame, the convict. 

This effort is part of a broader nationwide 
campaign to make prison life more rigorous and 
spartan. In Mississippi the state intends to 
dress inmates in old-fashioned striped uniforms 
to humiliate them. Many other states are enact- 
ing plans to deny inmates television, tobacco, 
even visitation. "No radio, no TY, no visitation,” 
Mr. Jones told the New York Times about his 
plans. 

Prison officials pushing these plans are tar- 
geting repeat offenders, who often treat jail as a 
revolving door. They have come to feel comfort- 
able in the prison system and therein lies the. 
problem. Prisons as they are currently run 
don't seem to reduce recidivism. + 

Studies indicate that the vast majority. of 
crimes are committed by a small group of 
repeat offenders. A recent study: in California 
determined that 3 percent of a group of more 
than 236,000 men born in 1956 were responsi- 
ble for 55.5 percent of all serious felonies com- 
initted by the study group. 

The American Civil Liberties Union and oth- 
er criminal rights groups argue that establish- 
ing chain gangs and similar steps are demean- 
ing and "You are telling him he is an 
animal. People lose touch with humanity when 
you put them in chains,” says Alvin Bronstein, 
executive director ‘of the National Prison Pro-

lent crime epidemic, for repeat offenders have 
already lost touch with humanity by shooting, 
beating, or stabbing innocent victims. The goal 
with repeat offenders should be to demonstrate 
that their inhumane acts are unacceptable and 
shameful. What our prison system has failed to 
do is remind criminals - in ‘rapital letters - that. 
they ought to feel guittrand shame; for their 
acts. We must rid ourselvesrof, e,myth that 
today’s criminals are motivated ‘by poverty or 
lack of self-esteem which tells them that soci- 
ety's rules and constraints do not apply to 
them. 

As the eminent historian Gertrude Himmel- 
farb noted in her recent book The Demoraliza- < 
tion of Society: From Victorian Virtues to Mod- 
ern Values, a host of social pathologies afflict- 
ing America today are related to the simple fact 
that wrongdoers feel no sense of shame. Shame 
is synonymous with conscience. Himmelfarb's 
point is simple: if you have no sense of shame, 
you have no sense of wrongdoing. 

Shame has -already been successfully 
employed to deter non-violent crimes. Many 
municipalities have experienced great success 
in curbing prostitution by publishing the names 
of "Johns" caught soliciting. Similar efforts 
have deterred drunk driving by calling atten- 
tion to.the perpetrators. 

And fear of public-exposure ôn a "most want- 
ed” list has prodded deadbeat dads into making 
past-due child support payments. Violent crimi- 
nals should face the same embarrassing sanc- 
tions. 

Juveniles comprise the fastest growing Sic 
in the burgeoning trime rate. Seeing chain 
gangs at hard labor would give young offenders 
a graphic picture of the consequences of com- 
mitting violent acts and just might get them to 
think twice about emulating criminals. 

Prison amenities today include air condition- 
ing, recreation facilities, cable television, 
anything-you-want health care, and conjugal 
visits. But prison should be an awful place, 
where spartan conditions, hard work and 
shame characterize a jail term. That might give 
those who prey on society serious pause before 
acting on their violent impulses.

Researchers hoping wading birds remain vital part of Everglades. 


While the: Florida 
Everglades has long been 
known for its beautiful land- 
scapes and wildlife, 

‘University of Florida 
researchers are working to 
censure that wading birds 
continue to play a role in the 
natural “charm of“ the 
Everglades ecosystems. 

Peter Frederick, assistant 
professor of wildlife ecology 
„and conservation at UF's 

, Institute of Food and 
Agricultural Sciences, said 
breeding populations of wad- 
ing birds have beén declin- 
ing dramatically in the last 
40 years. With funding from 
the Florida Department of 
Environmental Protection 
and the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, Mr. 
Frederick has been in South 
Florida researching the 
effects that contaminates, 
disease’and water manage- 
ment may have on wading 
Hird populations. 

"We have seen wading bird 
populations decline by at 
least 90 percent over the last 
40. years,” he said. "Because 


of a rich ‘record of historical 
wading bird responses to 
natural events in the 
Everglades, we can begin 
understanding the effects 
that something like mercury 
can have on these popula- 
tions.” 

For three months Mr. 
Frederick has focused on the 
accumulation of mercury in 
wading birds and its possible 
role in their decline. Along 
with co-principal investiga- 
tor Marilyn Spalding, assis- 
tant scientist in the depart- 
ment of pathobiology, Mr. 
Frederick is studying the 
most at-risk group for high 
mercury levels. 

As top level carnivores, 
Great Egrets are at high 
risk in terms of mercury 
intake. Wading birds are at 
the top of the Everglades 
food chain, and they accu- 
mulate mercury by eating 
fish that have the metal con- 
centrated in their tissues.

céntrations and risks for 
Mercury toxicosis in the 
birds. 

"We are conducting both 
field research and some 
experimental dosing of the 
birds with mercury,” Ms. 
Spalding said. "Most of the 
work done in the past con- 
centrated on toxins and mor- 
tality level. We believe it is 
important to concentrate on 
sub-lethal effects and the 
birds' health and survival." 

Mr. Frederick, Ms. 
Spalding and two graduate 
students. are examining the 
effects of mercury on Great 
Egret chicks, particularly on 
their appetite and survival. 
Mercury is thought to hinder 
the survival and growth of 
the birds and may contribute 
to the decline of the popula- 
tion. 

This summer they will 
monitor the chicks' survival 
through radio transmitters 
riveted on aluminum bands 
and placed on a chick's leg 
while it is still in the nest. 
When the chicks begin to 
hunt food for themselves, 
the transmitters will record 
their activity. If the trans- 
mitter changes its signal, 
then a chick has not moved 
for more than 12 hours and 
is. assumed dead. It willbe 
located and its tissues ana- 
lyzed for any effects from 
mercury. 

"It is important that we 
conduct these studies out in 
the field so the birds are 
under natural stresses found 
in the wild,” Mr. Frederick

The water turnover and 
food intáke of egret chicks is* 
being monitored by way of 
radioisotopic tracers that 
are injected into each bird's 
leg. In addition, Mr. 
Frederick is comparing the 
effects of mercury on the 
birds’ reproduction. 

"Wading birds have 
declined 90 percent as 
breeding animals in the 
Everglades, and a large pro- 
portion of the birds:out there 
are simply not breeding at 
all," Mr. Frederick said. 
"Mercury could play a big 
role'in altering the ability of 
birds to.court and come into 
reproductive condition.” 

For this research, Mr. 
Frederick has collected 
feathers and blood samples 
from breeding and non- 
breeding birds to be ana- 
lyzed by the Department of 
Environmental Protection. 
The feathers, or breeding 
plumes, are excretory tis- 
sues for mercury in the birds 
and are shed after breeding 
occurs. Mr. Frederick said 
the feathers provide a good 
record of heavy metals accu- 
mulated in the body. 


After collecting plumes -~ 


which are shed at the nests, 
Mr.-Frederick will compare 
levels of mercury in those 
feathers with others taken 
from birds that are not 
breeding, usually birds that 
have died as road kill or in 
rehabilitation centers. The 
results of the tests will be 
available this fall.
